The following letter, describing a re­ 
cent visit to the Gettysburg battle field, 
will be read with interest, especially by- 
old soldiers: — 
“ The day was all that oould be desired, 
beautifnl the sky, balmy and fresh the 
air. The way led through pioturefqne 
scenery. From Baltimore, we went by 
way of the Western Maryland railway, 
up through scenic lands, whose country, 
made famous, by bard and fierce sti ag­ 
gies to maintain a holy cause. Arriving 
at Gettysburg about noon, a distance of 


120 in i Ie 4 from Washmgton, we learned i ate 
ly proceeded to secure a conveyance to 
drive over toe battle ground where men 
straggled between life aud death to 
maintain the Union. It is indeed a 
magnificent sight to trace the long line of 
conflict between the two great armies of 
the north and south. This femoas bat­ 
tle cf Gettysburg was a three days tight, 
the Isl, 2ii and 3rd days of July, 1863. 
The gentleman who drove us over the 
field is an old resident of that country, 
and was familiar with the field, and his­ 
tory of the battle; was an eye witness of 
the stirring scenes of that terrible battle. 
In passing, he would say what he saw 
here and there: 
“UpoD this very spot 
lay two men who had been sli t down, 
and by lying too long upon the ground 
without being cared fur, had become 
fearfully blackened by the heat of the 
sun; here lay so many men; youdor four 
horeet- lay dead,—belongicg to some ar­ 
tillery ; all over yon bill lay heaps of the 
siaiD.’' As we proceeded further, £we 
came to Cemetery Ridge, where, is seen 
the very breasrwurks thrown up by 
the union foroes, behind wbhh can­ 
non are placed; (not the actDal oauncn 
used in that fight) but other cannon 
made for 
the purpose, to 
remain 
there 
for 
alt 
tim e—to 
show the 
very position of the Union army. Tbete 
cannons point into the valley aud toward 
what was the rebel h ies. The long line 
of breastwcrk extends for miles through 
Culps Hill which can be seen even now. 
Monuments dot the entire lice, markmg 
some incident in the course of the fight, 
where some commanding hero fell, or 
regiment withstood some fierce charge. 
The trees are living witnesses of that 
great battle of (he war, huge scats made 
by cannon ball or musket bullet is still 
to be seen upon them . 
The National burying ground at Get- 
tyeburg ie a grand sight, Hid out id a 
half circle upon a gent Is elope. Hun­ 
dreds upon hundreds of Union dead he 
here. No large stone at each grave but 
a small granite block witn a number up­ 
on each blo2k; Bu ma are marked “Un­ 
known.”
